Indicted for S5g>-Treaſow againſt the King's Majefty and Governmeng, | and for not 
appearing Owlawed and Attai ged of che laid High-Tpeaſap, and like a Pandring 
Sinner having fpent almoſt TwelVe Months, could not find feelrer for \'uch Black 
Crimes evenin the Republick Countries: He wastaken at Leyden ſome f\'w Miles 
from Amſterdam, and forthwith brought over in the Katherine Tatch, from v.vhence 
( whenarrived inour River) by a WV arrant from His Majeſties Principal 'Vecre- 
tary.of State received by the Keeper of Newgitte tn Lowdozs, and brought to Chat.

| On Satnrday the 14th of the faid Month, he was by Habeas Corpys carried 
from Newgate to Weſtminſter before the Judges of His Majeſties Court of Kings 
Bench; He was but in an ordinary Habit, like ſome old Meagre decayed Gentle- 
za12, and the Guilt of his Crizes, or ſome other Reaſon, cauſed fuch a paleneſs 
and deadnefs in his Countenance, that very little of that Courage wasdiſtovcrable 
which in the time of his Greatneſs he was reparted to be Maſter of. Er 

' His Lady { or one whom the people affirmed to be her) was at Weſtminſter, as 
is ſuppoſed, to ſee how he behaved himſelf, rather then for any cauſe ſhe had to 
lament him, for ſhe was not obſeryed to att anything towards his Affiſtance. 

One of his Daughters, ( being a married Gentlewoman ) was there alſo, uſing

Afte the uſual Proceeding of the Court-inſuct, Caſes 5 viz. the Writ of Habeas 
Corp returned and filed, the Warrant of his Commitment read, and that the Kings 
Attofney General had movedthe Court, acquainting them at large upon what ac- 
count he had been Indifted, how he ſtoad Attainted of High-Treaſor, and prayed 
an Award for his Execntion3 Likewiſe after holding up his hand, that it was de- 
manded of him, What he had to ſay, why Jedgaert ſhould nut be Awarded ac» 
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rendred himſelf, . as directed in the ſaid Sratute. 

Several other Inſignificant Evaſions being by him made, they were all fully an- 
ſwered, and the Court Ordered that a Rule (ſhould be made for his Execution; on 
Friday (viz.the 20th of June, 1684.) W 

He then uſed ſome refleting Exprefiions, and complainec that he had been 
Robbed ſince he was in Cuſtody alſo pleaded ſomething of his Zzmocexncy, or 
that he was as I-naceyt as fume other Men, to. whom a Tryal had been offered 3 
his Daughter alſouſed ſome reflecting language. DRE 

The Court then ordered the Keeper of Newgate to take back his Priſoner, and 
he was accordingly carried back to Newgate, in order to his Execution, as in Cale 
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
